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15 Sue Over Arrests 
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During City Disorder

Fifteen Washingtonians who 
were arrested during antiwar 
traffic-blocking in Washington 
May 3 sued Attorney General 
John N. Mitchell and Police 
Chief Jerry V. Wilson yester- 
day, charging that their ar- 
rests were illegal and part of a 
government conspiracy. 

The suit demands $900,000 
in damages, the nullification 
of all charges against the 15 
persons and destruction of all 
♦their arrest &nd jail records. 

It calls the plaintiffs’ arrests 
“false and unreasonable,” the 
charges placed against them 
“malicious and wholly unsup- 
ported” and their imprison- 
ment “deliberate or] negli- 
gent.” 

It adds that the defendants 
had engaged in “a predeter- 
mined conspiracy . .• . to disre- 
gard and deny the legal and 
constitutional rights of citi- 
zens.” ' 

The 15 plaintiffs include 
eight college and graduate stu- 
dents, a law professor, an at- 
torney, an educator, an editor, 
a reporter, a free-lance writer 
and a divinity student who 
was serving on May 3 as a vol- 
unteer medic. 

According to the suit, all 
were standing or walking near 
Dupont Circle, George Wash- 
ington University, Georgetown 
or lower Connecticut Avenue 
when they were arrested. \ 

“Each of the plaintiffs was 



. . . arrested, detained and in- 
carcerated, charged with an 
offense, held for protracted 
periods . . . and subject to 
physical assaults and depriva- 
tions while so held, ... al- 
though he had committed no 
violation of law, nor intended 
to commit any violation,” the 
suit says. 

Besides Mitchell and Wil- 
son, it names as defendants 
Deputy Attorney General 
Richard Kleindienst, the Dis- 
trict government and the 
Washington policemen who 
made the arrests. 

Neither the Justice Depart- 
ment, the police department 
nor the city government 
would comment on the suit 
yesterday. It was filed by at- 
torneys Joseph L. Rauh Jr. t 
John Silard and Elliott C. 
Lichtman. 

According to the suit, one 
plaintiff, Cynthia E. Turk, a 
George Washington University 
student, “called the adminis- 
trative building ... in order to 
check whether the campus 
was ’quiet' and whether she 
could therefore attend 
classes.” 

Told that it was. Miss Turk 
“walked toward a university 
building,” the suit says, “only 
to be arrested.” 

“The arrest was without 
cause and was made without 
informing her of any charge 
against her,” the suit says. 
Later, it adds, she was jailed 



for 16 hours “suffering over- 
crowded and inhumane condi- 
tions.” 

After the arrest of Douglas 
R. Hanscom, a GW law stu- 
dent, on the GW campus, “an 
attorney, a friend and plain- 
tiffs wife all sought to learn 
of plaintiffs whereabouts . . . 
in order to secure his prompt 
release,” the suit says. But 
“defendants intentionally or 
negligently failed to provide 
the location,” it adds. 

The plaintiffs were listed on 
the suit as GW law professor 
Roger S. Kuhn, attorney Rus- 
sell B. Stevenson Jr., GW law 
student Thomas G. Wood, Eve- 
ning Star editor Angus W. 
Phillips, free-lance writer 
Maria Braden, Appalachian In- 
formation Service reporter 
University

of Maryland student John F, 
Jones, GW law student John 
M. Cleland, Miss Turk, Wesley 
Theological Seminary student 
Michael E. Lee, educator Mi-

S. Ross. 

Meanwhile, a check of court 
records and other sources re- 
vealed that about 6,800 per- 
sons arrested last week during 
traffic disruptions remain to 
be processed in the city’s 
courts. About 400 others have 
been processed so far this 
week, court records show.
